DISTRICT COUNCIL REPORT 


Firstly, on behalf of the District Council may I thank Mr. Tom 
Flanagan for the work that he has done over the past eight years for 

the ward of Bar Hill, Gakington, Westwick. He has always been 

conscientious and thoughtful for the people he’s represented. 


At the Annual Parish Meeting concern was expressed about the waste 
rubble outside Kitchen Range. I have since contacted Mr. Hutchings, : 
Environmental Services Officer, and the site has been inspected. 

In his reply he states that the Company are in the process of 

refitting their premises hence the disorganisation on the forecourt. ¢ 
It is anticipated that the situation will return to normal within 

three months, needless to say, I shali continue to monitor the 
situation. 


The District Council has always, since its canception, supported the 
Cambridge Enterprise Agency financially and two Councillors sit on 
the Board. At the last finance meeting it was agreed to guarantee 
loans to small businesses within the district where the applicant has 
secured a loan from 2a bank and has met the banks lending criteria.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNCILLOR 


Dear Resident, 


My congratulations to Alec Green the newly elected South Cambridge- 
shire District Councillor for Bar Hill. I would also like to pay 
tribute to the dedicated work put in by Tom Flanagan over the past 
eight years. 


I am pleased that Bar Hill Community Primary School has won the fight 
to employ a higher grade Teacher in recogition of extra responsibili- 
ties. However, I was very disappointed to learn that statfing 
allocations will remain the same for the next academic year despite 
the projected increase in pupils. As our School already has one of 
the highest Teacher/Pupil ratio’s in the County I have appealed to 
the Area Education Officer who has assured me that the situation will 
be reviewed but probably not until the Autumn. 


I have received a number of letters from Bar Hill Residents 
concerning the flaw in the Rate Rebate System which prevents people 
entitled to a weekly Rate Rebate of under SOp from receiving any 
repayment. I have taken this up with Francis Pym M.P. and would be 
Pleased to hear from anyone else who has experienced similar 
difficulties. I urge anyone who thinks they may be entitled to a 
Rate Rebate to apply, forms are available from South Cambs. District 
Council. 


GOVERNMENT GREEN PAPER ON RATE REFORM - NON DOMESTIC RATE 


In 1984/5 these contributed nearly £8 billion of the Rates which is a 
quarter of the total of National Rate Expenditure. Over 50% of this 
comes from commercial property, 19% from industrial with the 
remainder frm Public Utilities, Educational and National Government 
Bodies. The Rates levied by Local Authorities vary greatly from 291ip 
in the £ to 137p in the £. This means that similar Businesses with 
identical Rateable Values can face Rate Bills that differ by as puch 
as 113%. 


There are three possible options for reform. 

a ir The complete abolition of Non-Domestic Rates with the loss of 
revenue being replaced by increasing National Taxes by 7p or 
adding 10% to V.A.T. 

2. To re-introduce the Business Vote, thereby making the Local 
Authorities directly answerable to the Business Ratepayer. 

pe A National Non-Domestic Rate levied throughout the Country which 
would be pooled and re-distributed to Local Authorities on an 
equal amount per adult. (On 1984/85 figures this would amount 
to £185 per adult.) The National Rate would raise a similar 
amount as that of the current system, to be increased in subse- 
quent years in line with inflation. Local Authorities having 
discretion to levy a Non-Domestic Rate of up to 3% which they 
would retain. 


The Green Paper rejected the first two solutions in favour of the 
third.

The Annual Parish Meeting, held on Thursday 17th April in the Church

Viking Way 

The Chairman expressed concern at the condition of Viking Way and 
hoped that this could soon be adopted by the County Council.

TO ALL BAR HILL MUMS: 


We moved from London to Bar Hill some 13 months ago and even though 
my two children do not attend Bar Hill school I am frequently down at 
the school meeting my neighbours children. I feel I must express on 
how appalled I am at the state of the health of some of the children 
that are sent to school. Why I ask myself, do mothers send their 
children to school when they are obviously not fit to be there? Not 
only is the child concerned miserable but is also spreading those 
nasty germs to his/her classmates. 


The rule of the school in London that my children attended was that 
no child with a cough, cold, etc. was allowed to attend school until 
that child was fully recovered, and no way was a child who had a 

tummy bug allowed back into school until two days after the vomitting 
etc. had stopped. We found this rule led to very few children being 
absent from school through ill health. Unlike Bar Hill school, where 
children who have been vomitting one day are allowed back at school 
the next. I feel sure that is why the various viruses linger on and 
on at Bar Hill and seem never ending. 


Surely it is far better for one child to be absent from class than 
half a dozen or more. So come on mums please be more caring to 
others when your child in unwell. Why spread those germs, if, your 
child is unwell, keep that child at home - and teachers, why can’t 
you express your views and not allow a child to attend school if you 
feel he/she is unwell or has been sent back to school too soon. Let 
the parents know, after all you are at school to teach the children 
not to be nursemaid to then. : 


If there are any other mums out there who feel the same as I da, 

Please let it be known how you feel, or write to the Editor: as I have 
done. Perhaps in a future edition of this magazine we would have a 
questionnaire on this subject. Why not compaign to make Bar Hill 
School a healthier one for our children to attend.
